James D. Dotsch of Garden it among those of tlie Big 
Bay School District responding to the Daily Prete invita­ 
tion to conunent on the tchool ctosing. Dotsch, community 
leader, former legislator, and keenly interested in the Dis­ 
trict and iits people, replied to Mrs. LaButte, Uie Daily Press* 
correspondent: 


“We are (aoed with a situation in the Big Bay de Noc 
Sdiool district that is causing a great deal of discussion and 
is rapidly leading to personality clashes that are serving no 
good purpose and will only lead to bad feelings that heal 
very slowly in small conununities. 


**We have elected a achool board that is made up of 
repreeentative citiaens of our four townships who have a 
four-told responstt>iUty; to the children, to ttie parents, to 
the teachen and the public. Coets cannot be ignored, and 
each must be analysed and a balance found. But the wel­ 
fare of the children must be considered first 


**My personal feeling is that our school board and ad­ 
ministration are doing eveiything they can to build a good 
achool program and should have the final say on wages, 
salary, schedules, and standards of teacher performance. 
They cannot afford to turn the area purse-strings over to 
any individtial group. 


* ^ e citizens of this area believe in, and have shown 
their willingness to finance a good school system by re­ 
cently approvUtg a bond issue to build a new school. How­ 
ever. I do not believe that they are ready to increeee mill­ 
age at this time to increase salaries. 


**More money for teachers does not necessarily mean a 
better education for our children for we will still have the 
same personnel who have been doing the Job continue to 
do the same job. A better education also demands more 
money for a better library, for a better laboratory and other 
teaching materials to make classes more productive and 
interesting. 


**U teacher's salaries are increeeed, pay increases should 
be given to the janitcNrs, bus drivers, cooks, helpera and other 
ecbo(^ employes, for sursly they are entitled to the good 
things of life as much as other public employes 


**My advice, for what it is worth, is for the teachers to 
eaH off their strike and to go back to work and continue 
meeting wHh the school board until a reasonable under­ 
standing is arrived at. We have all been critical of the ac­ 
tivities of our young people of today who demonstrate to 
enable them to attain what they think they are deserving of. 
What can we expect of them if we condone striking by pub­ 
lic employes who should be showing a splendid example to 
the youth of the area? 


’’The legislature is now considering several bills, bitro- 
duced at the suggestion of ttie Governor, that will give aid 
to the poorer districts of the state. Without a doubt some of 
theee will be passed and more money for salaries and equip­ 
ment will be available to poor districts like ourt. 


**Let us have patience and worx together for the bene­ 
fit of our greatest asset — our young people.**

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A ftroR f ease can be m d e for reforming the 
prison systm — federal and state — and for 
making a stronger effort to turn convicted crim­ 
inals into some sort of aelf-aapporting dtiien 
when reiaased. It might aven r»doce the high 
rate of r e d d M m n iha praaldent mtntlODed. 


But let’s not iiretend that prison reform is 
the dominant factor in the rising crime rate and 
t h a t it win ndt be checked unless sweeping 
changes are made in the penal system. 


In truth, the biggest factor in cutting the 
crime rate is removal of the cauaes of crime. For 
a released oonvict, this might mean a better 
opportunity for emirtoyment and a **f^h** out­ 
look on life, but for the “first ttmcn’* there are 
plenty of other areas to look a t They include 
shmi dwdli^. chronic unemptoyment (due hi 
many situations, certainly, to la^k of education 
and discrimination) and drugs. 


There is also a need for more and better 
trained police officers, effective programs and 
facilities for working with juvenfle offenders. 
Strong probationary programs at the lower court 
levels to '^rehabilitate*' those youthful offend­ 
ers before they find themselves faced with a 
prison term. 


When these condittons are changed, the 
crime rate will decline. 


Unemployment Pattern 


While the 
Nixon 
administration tries, 
through the PhOiadelphia Plan, to foree big city 
contractors to hire a certain percentage of Ne­ 
groes, it fails to attack the problem of minority 
unemplo>7nent at its source — the minimum 
wage law. 


The latest statistics from the Department 
of Labor confirm again the fact that minhnum 
wage laws increase unempk>yment among Ne­ 
groes who usually are the least skilled and there­ 
fore the least valuable emptoyes and the most 
expendable. 


As the minimum wage goes up the employer 
finds he must pare his woric foree of the least 
efficient, usually the young people and most of­ 
ten young Nepoes. 


Within tne last decade, every increase in 
the minimum wage has resulted in an increase 
in unemployment among Negroes and the young, 
yet many who claim compassion for the poor 
continue to urge an increase from the present 
$1.M an hour to $2 or $2.50 an hour. It is claim­ 
ed that this will result in a higher standard of 
living. 


Perhaps so for the relative few who get A 
pey boost as a consequence, but not for the rela­ 
tive many who lose or cannot get jobs because 
their labor is no longer worth its costs. 


Instead of trying to force employers to pay 
higher wages and hire Negroes, it makes more 
sense in a free society for the administratfon to 
make it possible for emptoyers to employ freely 
more and cheaper workers who can then get 
experience and training necessary for higher 
paying and better Jobs.

Presklent Richard Nixon has directed At­ 
torney Gen. John N. Mitchdl to draft a l(V-year 
program for reform of the federal prison system. 


Itie incident told Mitchell that the **Amer­ 
ican system for correcting and rshablHtating 
criminals presents a convincing ease of failure.** 
He took special note that “at least 40 per cent 
of all offenders released from custody eventually 
return to prison.** 


Nixon’s directive came after the Joint Com­ 
mission on Correctional Manpower and Training 
saki in a report that the nation*a rising crime 
rate would not be checked until sweeping re­ 
forms were made in the prison system. The 
commission recommended |26 million a y tK r to 
finance improvements. 


Anyone who has taken even a cursory look 
at the American penal system ahould be con­ 
vinced that there is plenty of room for reform. 
The system varies greatly from state to state, 
but in all states improvements could be made if 
the public was wUlüig to pay for them. 


But it is one thing to advocate refoims for 
humanitarian reasons and another to advance 
them as a means of curbing the rising crime rate 
which the Joint Commission has done. 


To assert, as the commission does in Its re* 
port, that the rising crime rate wHl not be 
checked untfl prison ref^nmis are carried out 
ignores the conditions that send persons to prison 
in the first place. The emphasis should be at the 
beginning of the criminal cycle, which is the en­ 
vironment and social circumstances which pro­ 
duce criminals, and not at the end, whidi Is the 
prisons where convicted fetons are aent for “re­ 
habilitation.** 


The commission's contentkm tiiat the ris­ 
ing crime rate is directly linked to priaon re­ 
forms overiooks the fact that most criniinal acts 
today are committed by younger people, many 
of whom have never been in prison. It disregards 
the t ê d that only a amall percentage of the total 
criminal population is in prison. It takes no cog- 
niianee of white cdlar crime or of organised 
crime of the Mafia variety whose practicioiiers 
evade prosecutkm.

The trend to wood back­ 
grounds in homes is bringing 
greeter responsibilities to the 
architects and designers. 


This is the opinion of Albert 
Herbert well-known int«Hor 
decorator and furniture de­ 
signer, who has )u8t done a 
series of rooms featuring vari­ 
ous new textured architectural 
wall panels. 


*‘Anyone building a house 
should see all the new wall 
materials available — molded, 
laminated and photographical­ 
ly reproduced,'* Herbert says. 
Architects and designers must 
decide how to select from these 
things. In addition, a new de­ 
sign thing evolves when one 
chooses 
darker 
backgrounds 
which can soak up light. These 
new textured- panels react to 
light which can emphasise 


surface interest. This is unlike 
the dreary effects achieved 
with lighting Gothic paneled 
rooms in the past.** 


Herbert’s work is based pri­ 
marily on architectural forms 
--simple backgrounds enriched 
with sculpture. But new wall 
products do not obligate one to 
add other things to give them 
interest, he says. 


In one room setting, he 
showed a panel of walnut 
veneers of varying lengths and 
widths laminated to plywood, 
overlapping vertically and hor­ 
izontally in three-dimensional 
relief. It is available in seven 
wood surfaces, including rose­ 
wood and pecan. 


‘‘Collage panels are an art 
form in themselves,** he says. 
“People want lusher looking 
walls, a reaction to plastics. 
We have so many artificial 
materials that a room loaded 


with plastics needs a back­ 
ground that is a foil for its 
sleek surfaces.’* 


An indication that we are 
moving away from the sterile 
look of materials, he says is 
evident in the way important 
architecta are using concrete 
in an effort to curb *‘Brutal- 
ism,** as the massive architec­ 
tural shapes are known. 


*‘At Yale, a building by 
architect Paul Rudolph is an 
aesthetic reaction to the sterile 
look of concrete forms — the 
surface was aerated with air 
hammers te create textured 
form.**
